I'riACed  by  W.  VVIncheftcr  and  Son, 
btiaiKi,  London. 
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Greenwich  hospital  was 

founded  in  1694,  by  King  William  and 
Queen  Mary,  and  is  fituated  about  live 
miles  from  London-bridge,  on  the.fouth- 
crn  banks  of  the  Thames.  It  is  elevated 
on  a terrace,  about  865  feet  in  length 
towards  the  river,  and  confifts  of  four 
diftincl  piles  of  building,  diftinguifhed 
by  the  names  of  King  Charles’s,  Queen 
Anne’s,  King  William’s,  and  Queen 
Mary’s.  The  interval  between  the  two 
moftnothern  buildings,  viz.  King  Charles’s 
and  Queen  Anne’s,  forms  the  grand 
fquare,  which  is  about  273  feet  wide. 


From 
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From  the  entrance  at  the  north  gate, 
the  eye,  pafling  thro’  the  grand  fquare 
between  the  two  colonades  to  the  Queen’s 
houfe,  is  bounded  by  the  Royal  * Obfer- 
vatory,  erected  on  an  eminence  in  the 
park ; the  whole  presenting  the  moft 
magnificent  and  beautiful  coup  d'  ceil  that 
can  be  imagined. 

In  the  centre  of  the  grand  fquare  (lands 
a beautiful  flatue  of  his  late  Majefty  King 
George  the  Second,  executed  by  the 
famous  Ryfbrach,  and  carved  out  of  a 
single  block  of  white  marble,  wliich 
weighed  eleven  tons.  This  block  was 
taken  from  the  French  by  Admiral  Sir 
George  Rookc,  and  the  ftatue  prefented 
by  Sir  John  Jennings,  Knt.  at  that  time 
Mafter  and  Governor  of  the  Hofpital,  as 
a mark  of  his  refpecl  and  gratitude  to  liis 
Royal  Mafter.  On  the  pedellal  are  the 
following  infcriptioiis  by  Mr.  Stanyan.-j-

We  now  proceed  to  give  a particular 
description  of  each  of  the  four  diftinct 
buildings  before  mentioned,  all  of  which 
are  quadrangular.  The  firft,  called  King 
Charles’s  building,  is  on  the  -weft  fide  of 
the  great  fquare ; the  eaftern  part  of  which 
was  the  refidence  of  Charles  the  Second, 
and  was  eredted  by  Mr.  Webb,  after  a 
defign  of  that  celebrated  architedl,  Inigo 
Jones;  it  is  of  Portland  stone,  and  rus- 
ticated. In  the  middle  is  a tetrafhde  por- 
tico of  the  Corinthian  order,  crowned 
with  its  proper  entablature,  and  a pedi- 
ment. At  each  end  is  a pavillion  formed 
by  four  correfponding  pilafters  of  the 
fame  order  with  their  entablature,  and 
surmounted  by  an  attic  order  with  a 
balustrade. 


In 
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In  the  tympanum  of  the  pediment  is 
a piece  of  fculpture,  confifting  of  two 
figures;  the  one,  reprefenting  Fortitude, 
the  other,  Dominion  of  the  Sea, 

The  north  front,  which  is  towards  the 
river,  prefents  the  appearance  of  two 
fimilar  pavilions,  each  having  its  proper 
pediment  fupported  by  a range  of  the 
fame  Corinthian  'columns  before -men- 
tioned, and  their  entablature.  Over  the 
portal,  which  joins  thefe  two  pavilions, 
is  an  ornament  of  feftoons  and  flowers. 
In  the  tympanum  of  the  eaftern  pediment, 
which  was  part  of  the  palace,  is  a piece 
of  fculpture  reprefenting  the  figures  of 
Mars  and  Fame,  and,  in  the  frize,  is  the 
following  infeription  : 

Carolus  II.  Rex.

The  foiith  front  of  this  building  cor- 
refponds  with  that  of  the  north,  except 
the  fculptures  and  infeription.  The  weft 
front  confifts  of  a brick  building,  called 

the 
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the  * Bafs-buildiiig.  In  the  middle  it  has 
a pediment  with  carving,  in  the  tympa- 
num, confining  of  the  national  arms  fup- 
ported  by  two  genii,  with  marine  trophies 
and  other  ornaments.  The  carving  of 
the  pediment  is  allowed  to  be  well  exe- 
cuted in  alto  relievo : it  is  30  feet  in 
length,  and  7 feet  7 inches  in  height. 

On  the  other  fide  of  the  fquare  towards 
the  eaft,  is  Queen  Anne’s  building,  hav- 
ing its  north,  weft,  and  fouth  fronts  nearly 
fimilar  to  King  Charles’s,  laft  deferibed  : 
but  the  fculptures  in  the  pediments,  as 
well  as  in  the  weftern  pediment  of  the 
north  front  of  the  laft-mentioned  build- 
ing, ftill  remain  unfinilTied.

To  the  fouthward  of  thefe  are  the  other 
piles  of  building,  with  a Doric  colonade 
adjoining  to  each.  That  to  the  weft  is 
called  King  William’s ; and  that  to  the 
eaft  Q^een  Mary’s. 

King  William’s  building  contains  the

great 
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great  hall,  veftibule,  and  dome,  defigned 
and  eredled  by  Sir  Chriftopher  Wren. 
The  tambour  of  the  dome  is  formed  by  a 
circle  of  columns  duplicated,  of  the  Com- 
pofite  order,  with  four  projecling  groups 
of  columns  at  the  quoins.  The  attic 
above  is  a circle  without  breaks  covered 
with  the  dome,  and  terminated  with  a 
turret. 

The  weft  front  of  this  building  is  of 
brick,  * and  was  hnifhed  by  Sir  John 
Vanburgh,  who  was  furveyor  of  the  Hof- 
pital.  In  the  middle  is  a tetraftyle  frontis- 
piece of  the  Doric  order,  the  columns  of 
which  are  nearly  fix  feet  in  diameter,  and 
proportionably  high,  with  an  entablature 
and  triglyphs  over  them,  all  of  Portland 
ftone.  At  each  end  of  this  front  is  a pa- 
vilion crowned  with  a circular  pediment, 
and  in  that  at  the  north  end  is  a piece  of 
fculpture  confifting  of  groups  of  marine 
trophies,  and  four  large  heads,  embofled, 
.reprefenting  the  four  winds;  with  Sea 
Lion  and  Unicorn. 


* This  part  of  the  building  is  intended  to  be  cafed  with 
ftone.

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The  north  and  fouth  fronts  of  this 
building  are  of  ftone ; the  windows  of 
which  are  decorated  with  architraves  and 
impofts  rufticated,  and  the  walls  crowned 
with  cornices. 

On  the  eafi:  hands  Queen  Mary’s  Build- 
ing, in  which  is  the  chapel,  as  beforemep- 
tioned,  with  its  veftibule;  and  a cupola 
correfponding  to  the  other.  Thefe  two 
buildings  w^ere  named  in  honour  of  the 
royal  founders,  and  were  intended  to  have 
been  alike  ; but  in  the  latter,  however, 
more  regard  has  been  paid  to  convenience 
than  to  ornament,  and  the  whole  front  of 
it  is  of  Portland  ftone,  and  in  a plain 
ftyle. 

The  colonades  adjoining  to  thefe  build- 
ings are  1 1 5 feet  afunder,  and  are  com- 
pofed  of  upwards  of  300  duplicated  Doric 
^columns  and  pilaflers  of  Portland  ftone, 
20  feet  high,  with  an  entablature  and 
baluftra.de.  ^ Each  of  them  is  347  feet 
long,  having  a return  pavilion  at  the  end 
70  feet  long. 


The 
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The  eaft  and  weft  entrances  of  the  Hof- 
pital  are  formed  by  two  rufticated  piers, 
with  iron  gates,  having  the  porters  lodges 
adjoining.  On. the  ruftic  piers  * of  the 
weft  entrance  are  placed  two  large  ftone 
globes,  each  fix  feet  in  diameter,  one  cce-^ 
leftial,  the  other  terreftrial. 

j 

On  the  former  are  inlaid  with  copper 
in  a very  curious  manner,  twenty-four 
meridians,  the  equinoxial,  ecliptic,  tropics, 
and  circles ; and  a great  number  of  ftars 
of  the  firft,  fecond,  and  third  magnitude, 
are  reprefented  according  to  their  relative 
pofitions.  On  the  latter,  the  principal 
circles  are  inlaid  in  the  fame  manner,  with 
the  parallels  of  latitude  to  every  ten  de- 
grees in  each  hemil'phere  ; the  outline  of 
the  land  and  fea  is  alfo  deferibed,  with 
the  track  of  Lord  Anfon’s  voyage  round 
the  earth  in  His  Majefty’s  Ihip  Centurion. 
The  globes  are  placed  in  an  oblique  pofi-; 
tion,  agreeable  to  the  latitude  of  the  place 

* If  thefe  piers  and  globes  were  moved  to  the  north  gate 
on  the- terrace,  adjoining  the  river  ;as  hath  been  proposed) 
they  wr -lid  be  seen  to  much  greater  advantage  than  in  their 
prefent  fituation, 
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in  which  they  (land,  and  were  delineated 
by  Mr.  Richard  Oliver,  formerly  mathe- 
matical mafler  at  the  Academy  at  Green- 
wich. 

In  different  parts  of  this  extenfive  fabric, 
commodious  apartments  are  provided  for 
the  Governor  and  principal  officers,  and 
wards  are  properly  fitted  up  for  the  Pen- 
honers  and  Nurfes ; who  (together  with 
the  officers  families,  inferior  officers  and 
fervants,  refident  within  the  walls)  aimount 
to  above  3000  perfons. 

When  we  confider  the  beauty,  folidity, 
and  magnificence  of  this  fuperb  ftruclure, 
and  the  excellent  ufes  to  which  it  is  ap- 
propriated, it  muft  ever  be  contemplated 
with  reverence  and  admiration,  as  a work 
of  national  grandeur,  and  at  the  fame 
time  the  nobleft  monument  of  wifdom 
and  benevolence. 
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THE 

PAINTED  HALL. 

The  Painting  of  this  Hall  which  is 
executed  in  a mafterly  manner,  was  un- 
dertaken by  Sir  James  Thornhill,  in 
1703. 

In  the  cupola  of  the  veflibule  is  re- 
prefen ted  a compass  with  its  proper  points 
duly  bearing ; and  in  the  covings,  in  the 
chiaro-ofcuro,  the  Four  Winds  with  their 
different  attributes. 

Over  each  of  the  tlrree  doors  are  com- 
partments in  chiaro  ofcuro  (fupported  by 
boys  fuppofed  to  be  the  fons  of  poor  fea- 
men)  containing  the  names  of  the  feveral 
benefactors  to  the  Hofpital ; and  above, 
in  a niche,  is  the  figure  of  Charity. 

In  this  veftibule  is  the  model  of  an 
antique  Ihip,  prefented  by  the  late  Lord 
Anfon ; the  original,  which  is  of  marble, 

and 
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and  was  found  in  the  villa  Mattea,  in  the 
1 6th  century,  now  Hands  before  the 
Church  of  S'’"  Maria  in  Rome,  hence 
called  S“‘  Maria  in  Navicella. 

From  this  vellibule  a large  flight  ot 
Heps  leads  into  the  Saloon,  or  grand  Hail, 
which  is  about  io6  feet  long,  56  wide, 
and  50  high ; ornamented  with  a range 
of  Corinthian  pilafters  Handing  on  a bafe- 
ment,  and  fupporting  a rich  entablature 
above.  Between  them,  on  the  fouth  fide 
are  the  windows,  two  rows  in  height,  the 
jambs  of  which  are  ornamented  with  rofes 
empannelled.  On  the  north  fide  are-re- 
cefiTes  anfwering  to  the  windows,  in  which 
are  painted  in  chiaro-ofcuro,  the  follow- 
ing allegorical  figures,  viz.  Hofpitalitasy 
Nlagnanimitai  y LiberalttaSy  Mifencord^ay 
Ge7ieroJiiaSy  Bonitas y BenignitaSy  Htmanitas. 

In  the  frieze  around  the  Hall  is  the  fol- 
lowing infer!  ption :

Over  the  great  arch,  at  the  weft  end, 
are  the  Britifh  arms  fupported  by  Mars 
and  Minerva,  which  are  very  finely  fculp- 
tured, 

■f  On  the  ceiling  are  the  portraits  of  King 
William  and  Queen  Mary,  the  Royal 

* That  thofe  who  have  watched  for  the  fccurity  of  the 
public  might  live  fecurely  and  be  maintained  at  the  public 
charge;  the  palace  at  Greenwich,  under  the  aufpices  of 
Mary,  was  deftined  for  the  relief  of  Seamen  in  the  reign  of 
William  and  Mary,  1694. 

f “ With  regard  to  the  celling,  which  is  entirely  the 
work  of  Sir  James  Thornhill,  1 am  certain  all  unprejudiced 
pej-fons  with,  or  without,  much  infight  into  the  mechanic 
parts  of  painting,  are  at  the  firft  view  ftruck  with  the  mod 
agreeable  harmony  and  play  of  colours  that  ever  delighted 
the  eye  of  a fpeftator.  The  fompofition  is  altogether  ex- 
tremely grand,  the  groups  finely  difpofed,  the  light  and 
fha;le  fo  contrive4i  as  to  throw  the  eye  with  pleafure  on  the 
principal  figures,  which  are  drawn  with  great  fire  and  judg- 
ment;  the  colouring  of  the  flefh  delicious,  the  drapery 
grand,  and  well  folded;  and,  upon  examination,  the  alle- 
gory is  found  clear,  well  invented,  and  full  of  learning  : In 
fhort,  all  that  is  necefiary  to  conllitute  a complete  cciling- 
piece  is  apparent  in  that  magnificent  work.”

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founders,  furrounded  by  the  cardinal  vir- 
tues, &c.  and  with  the  emblematical  re- 
prefentation  of  the  four  feafons  of  the 
year ; this  ceiling  is  very  well  defcribed  by 
Sir  Richard  Steel,  in  his  Lover;  of  which 
the  following  is  a copy : 

“ In  the  middle  of  the  celling  is  a very 
“ large  oval  frame,  painted  and  carved  in 
“ imitation  of  gold,  with  a great  thick- 
“ nefs  rifing  in  the  infide  to  throw  up  the 
“ figures  to  the  greater  height;  the  oval 
“ is  faftened  to  a great  fuffite  adorn- 
“ ed  with  rofes,  in  imitation  of  cop- 
“ per.  The  whole  is  fupported  by  eight 
“ gigantic  figures  of  flaves,  four  on  each 
“ fide,  as  though  they  were  carved  in 
“ ftone ; between  the  figures,  thrown  in 
“ heaps  into  a covering  are  all  manner  of 
“ maritime  trophies  in  metzo-reliev'o ; as 

Anchors,  Cables,  Rudders,  Mafts,  Sails, 
“ Blocks,  Capitals,  Sea-guns,  Sea-car- 
“ riages.  Boats,  Pinnaces,  Oars,  Stretchers, 
“ Colours,  Enfigns,  Pennants,  Drums, 
“ Trumpets,  Bombs,  Mortars,  Small-arms, 
“ Grenades,  Powder-barrels,  Fire-arrows, 
“ Grappling-irons,  Crofs-ftaves,  Quad- 
• , . , D 2 “ rants. 
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drants,  Compares,  See.  all  in  ftone  co- 
lours, to  give  the  greater  beauty  to  the 
reft  of  the  ceiling,  which  is  more  figni- 
ficant. 

“ About  the  oval,  in  the  infide,  are 
placed  the  twelve  figns  of  the  Zodiac  ; 
the  fix  northern  figns,  as  Aries,  Taurus, 
Gemini,  Cancer,  Leo,  Virgo,  are  placed 
on  the  north-fide  of  the  oval;  and  the 
fix  Ibuthern  figns,  Libra,  Scorpio,  Sa- 
gittarius, Capricornus,  i\quarius,  Pifees, 
are  to  the  I'outh,  with  three  of  them 
in  a group,  which  compofe  one  quar- 
ter of  the  year : the  figns  have  their 
attitudes,  and  their  draperies  are  varied 
and  adapted  to  the  feafons  they  pofTefs, 
as  the  cool,  the  blue,  and  tlie  tender 
green  to  the  Spring,  the  yellow  to  the 
Summer,  and  the  red  and  flame  colour 
to  the.  Dog-days  and  Autumnal  feafon^ 
the  white  and  cold  to  the  Winter;  like- 
wife  the  fruits  and  the  flowers  of  every 

ieafon  as  they  fucceed  each  other.

“■  In  the  middle  of  the  oval  are  repre- 
fented  King  William  and  Queen  Mary 

“ fitting 
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“ 'fitting  on  a throne  under  a great  pavl- 
“ lion,  or  purple  canopy,  attended  by  the 
“ four  cardinal  virtues,  as  Prudence.  Tem- 
“ perance.  Fortitude,  and  Juftice. 

“ Over  the  Queen’s  head  is  Concord, 
“ with  the  Fafees;  at  her  feet  two  doves, 
“ denoting  mutual  concord  and  innocent 
“ agreement;  with  Cupid  holding  the 
“ King's  Sceptre,  while'  he  is  prefenting 
Peace  with  the  Lamh  and  Olive  Branch, 
“ and  Liberty,  expreffed  by  the  Athenian 
“ cap,  to  Europe,  who  laying  her  crowns 
at  his  feet  receives  them  with  an  air  of 
“ relpedl  and  gratitude.  The  King  tram- 
“ pies  Tyranny  under  his  feet,  which  is 
“ expreffed  by  a French  perfonage  with 
“ his  leaden  crown  failing  off,  his  chains, 
“ yoke,  and  iron  fword  broken  to  pieces ; 
“ Cardinal’s  cap,  triple  crowned  mitres, 
“ &c.  tumbling  down.  Juft  beneath  is 
“ Time  bringing  Truth  to  light;  near 
which  is  a figure  of  Architedture,  hold- 
ing a large  drawing  of  part  of  the  Hof- 
pital  with  the  Cupola,  and  pointing  up 
to  the  Royal  Founders,  attended  by  the 
little  Genii  of  her  art.  Beneath  her  is 

“ Wifdom 
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“ Wifdom  and  Heroic  Virtue,  rcprcfentcd 
“ by  Pallas  and  Hercules,  deftroying 
“ Ambition,  Envy,  Covetcournefs,  De- 
“ tm6tion.  Calumny,  with  other  vices, 
“ which  feem  to  fall  to  the  earth,  the 
“ place  of  their  more  natural  abode. 

“ Over  the  Royal  Pavilion  is  fhewn,  at 
“ a great  height,  Apollo  in  his  golden 
“ chariot,  drawn  hy  four  white  horfes,  at- 
“ tended  by  the  Horae,  and  morning  dews 
“ falling  before  him,  going  his  courfe 
“ through  the  twelve  figns  of  the  Zodiac ; 
“ and  from  him  the  whole  plafond  or 
“ ceiling  is  enlightened. 

“ Each  end  of  the  ceiling  is  raifed  in 
“ perfpc6tive,  with  a baluftrade  and  elip- 
“ tic  arches,  fupported  by  groups  of  ftone 
“ figures,  which  form  a galler}^  of  the 
“ whole  breadth  of  the  Hall ; in  the  mid- 
“ die  of  which  galler}^  (as  though  on  the 
“ Rocks)  going  into  the  upper  Hall,  is 
“ feen,  in  perfpe6tive,  the  tafFeril  of  the 
“ Blenheim  man  of  war,  with  all  her  gal- 
“ lerics,  port  holes  open,  &c.  to  one  fide 
“ of  which  is  a figure  of  Vi6lory  flying 

“ with 
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“ with  fpoils  taken  from  the  enemy,  and 
**  putting  them  on  board  the  Englilh 
“ man  of  war.  Before  the  fhip  is  a figure 
“ reprefenting  the  City  of  London,  with 
“ the  arms,  fword,  and  cap  of  mainte- 
“ nance,  fupported  by  Thame  and  Ifis, 
‘‘  with  other  fmall  rivers  offering  up  their 
“ treafures  to  her.  The  River  Tyne 
“ pouring  forth  facks  of  coals.  In  the 
“ gallery  on  each  fide  of  the  Ihip  are  the 
“ Arts  and  Sciences  that  relate  to  Navi- 
“ gation,  with  the  great  Archimedes, 
“ many  old  philofophers  confulting  the 
“ compafs,  &c. 

“ At  the  other  end  as  you  return  out 
“ of  the  Hall,  is  a gallery  in  the  fame 
“ manner,  in  the  middle  of  which  is  a 
“ ftern  of  a beautiful  galley  filled  with 
“ Spanilli  trophies.  Under  which  is  the 
“ Humber  with  his  pigs  of  lead;  the 
“ Severn  with  the  Avon  falling  into 
“ her,  with  other  lefier  rivers.  In  the 
“ north  end  of  the  gallery  is  the  famous 
“ Ticho  Brahe,  that  noble  Danifh  Knight, 
“ and  great  ornament  of  his  profeflion 
“ and  human  nature.  Near  him  is  Co- 

“ pernicus 
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“ pernlcus  with  his  Pythagorean  iyitein 
in  his  hand;  next  to  him  is  an  old  ma- 
thcmatician  holding  a large  table,  and 
“ on  it  are  delcribed  two  principal  figures 
“ of  the  incomparable  Sir  Ifaac  Newton, 
“ on  which  many  extraordinary  things  in 
that  art  are  built.  On  the  other  end 
“ of  the  gallery  to  the  fouth,  is  our  leam- 
“ ed  Mr.  Flamftead,  Reg.  Aitron.  Profefs. 
“ with  his  ingenious  difciple,  Mr.  Thomas 
“ Wefton.*  In  Mr.  Flamftead’s  hand  is 
“ a large  feroil  of  paper,  on  which  is 
drawn  the  great  e'clipfe  of  the  Sun  that 
‘‘  will  happen  in  April — 1715;  near  him 
“ is  an  old  man  with  a pendulum  count- 
ing  the  feconds  of  time,  as  Mr.  Flam- 
“ head  makes  his  obfervations  with  his 
“ great  mural  arch  and  tube  on  the  de- 
feent  of  the  moon  on  tlic  Severn,  which 
“ at  certain  times  forms  luch  a roll  of 
“ the  tides,  as  the  failors  corruptly  call 
the  Higre,  inftead  of  tlie  Eagre,  and  is 
“ very  dangerous  to  all  Ihips  in  its  way. 
“ This  is  alfo  expreffed  by  rivers  turn-- 
“ bling  down  by  the  moon’s  influence

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Into  the  Severn.  In  this  gallery  are 
“ more  arts  and  fciences  relating  to  Na- 
“ vigation. 

“ All  thegreat  rivers  at  each  end  of  the 
“ Hall  have  their  proper  produ6l  of  filh 
“ ilTuing  out  of  their  vafes. 

“ In  the  four  angles  of  the  celling, 
“ which  are  over  the  arches  of  the  gal- 
“ leries,  are  the  four  elements,  as  Fire, 
“ Air,  Earth,  and  Water,  reprefented  by 
“ Jupiter,  Juno,  Cibele,  and  Neptune, 

with  their  lefTer  deities  accompanying, 
“ as  'Vulcan,  Iris,  the  Fauni,  Amphi- 
“ trite,  with  all  their  proper  attitudes, 
“ &c. 

“ At  one  end  of  the  great  oval  is  a 
“ large  figure  of  Fame  defcending,  riding 
“ on  the  Winds,  and  founding  forth  the 
“ praifes  of  the  Royal  Pair. 


“ All  the  Tides  of  the  Hall  are  adorned 
with  fluted  pilafters,  trophies  of  Ihells, 
“ corals,  pearls;  the  jambs  of  the  win- 

E “ dows 
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“ dows  ornamented  with  rofes  impan- 
''  nelled,  the  opus  reticulamium,  heigth- 
‘‘  ened  with  green  and  gold. 

‘‘  The  whole  raifes  in  the  fpeclator  the 
moll  lively  images  of  Glory  and  Vic- 
tory,  and  cannot  be  beheld  without 
much  paflion  and  emotion.” 

From  this  Saloon  you  afcend,  by 
another  flight  of  fteps,  into  the  upper  Hall, 
the  ceiling  and  Tides  of  which  are  adorned 
with  different  paintings.  In  the  centre 
of  the  ceiling  is  repreiented  Q^een  Ann 
and  Prince  George  of  Denmark,  accom- 
panied with  various  emblematical  figures. 

In  the  four  corners  are  the  arms  of 
England,  Scotland,  France,  and  Ireland, 
between  w'hich  are  the  four  quarters  of  the 
world,  Europe,  Afia,  Africa,  and  America, 
with  the  emblems  and  produdlions  of 
each. 

On  the  left  hand  fide,  as  you  enter,  is  a 
painting  in  imitation  of  balfo-relievo,  re- 
prefenting  the  landing  of  the  Prince  of 
Orange,  afterwards  King  W illiam.  On 

the 
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the  right  hand  over  the  chimney,  is  the 
landing  of  King  George  the  Firft  at 
Greenwich. 

• 

At  the  further  end  of  this  Hall  are 
painted  the  portraits  of  King  George  the 
Firft  and  his  * Family,  with  many  em- 
blematical figures ; amongft  which  the 
painter  (Sir  James  Thornhill)  has  alfo 
introduced  his  own  portrait. 

On  the  right  and  left  of  the  entrance 
are  allegorical  paintings,  reprefenting 
The  Pub  He  Weal^  and  Public  Safety. 

The  whole  of  this  celebrated  work  was 
not  completed  till  17Z7,  and  coftjf6,685. 
being  after  the  rate  of 
ceiling,  and  f i . per  yard  for  the  fides. 

* King  George  the  Firll  leaning  on  a terreftrial  globe,  on 
his  right  hand  the  Princcfs  pf  Wales,  and  Queen  of  Pruffia  ; 
above,  the  Princefs  Sophia;  on  His  Majclty's  knee  leans 
Prince  Frederick,  near  him  is  His  Royal  Highnefs  the. 
Prince  of  Wales;  befides  thefe,  the  three  young  Princefles, 
and  Prince  William,  afterwards  Duke  of  Cumberland,  with 
hjs  other  fillers. 
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The  interior  part  and  roof  of  the  for- 
mer Chapel,  which  was  executed  under 
the  diredtion  of  Mr.  Ripley  the  fur\’-evor; 
being  deftroyed  by  fire,  on  the  2d  of  Ja- 
nuary, 1779,  has  been  reftored  in  the 
moft  beautiful  and  elegant  ftyle  of  Grecian 
Archite6lure,  from  defigns  of  the  late 
furveyor,  James  Stuart,  Efq.  the  cele- 
brated publifher  of  the  Antiquities  of 
Athens,  and  under  the  fuperintendance  of 
Mr.  William  Newton,  clerk  of  the  works. 

Immediately  before  the  entrance  of  the 
Chapel  is  an  odlangular  veftibule,  in 
which  are  four  niches,  containing  flatues 
of  Faith,  Hope,  Charity,  and  Meeknefs, 

* ''  For  truly  dafiical  defign,  in  wbi&h  no  ornament  is  ap- 
plied but  from  an  antique  example,  the  Chapel  of  Green- 
wich Hofpital,  as  reftored  by  the  Athenian  Stuart,  has  no 
rival  in  England,  I had  almoft  faid  in  Italy.  So  pure  a tafte 
and  fo  charafleriftical  a magnificence  fliould  be  confultcd  ar  d 
adopted  in  all  ecclefiaftical  ftrudlures,  that  may  hereafter  be 
ereded  upon  the  Grecian  Model.”

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executed  in  a capital  ftyle,  at  Coade’s 
Ornamental  Stone  Manufadlory  at  Lam- 
beth, from  defigns  by  Weft ; from  which 
veflibulc  you  afcend,  by  a flight  of  14 
fteps  to  the  Chapel ; which  is  in  feet 
long  and  52  feet  broad,  and  capable  of 
conveniently  accommodating  1000  Pen- 
fioners,  Nurfes,  and  Boys,  exclufive  of 
Pews  for  the  Dire6tors,  and  for  the  feve-^ 
ral  Officers,  Under-Officers,  &c. 

Over  the  portal  or  great  door  of  the 
Chapel  is  this  infcription,  in  letters  of 
gold  ; 

Let  them  give  thanks,  %vhom  the  Lord 
hath  redeemed,  and  delivered  from  the  hand 
of  the  enemy."'  Pfa.  107.  , 

The  portal  confifts  of  an  architrave, 
frieze,  and  cornice  of  ftatuary  marble, 
the  jambs  of  which  are  twelve  feet  hiah 
m one  piece,  and  enriched  with  excellent 
fculpture.  The  frieze  is  the  work  of 
Bacon,  and  confifts  of  the  figures  of  two 
Angels  with  fefloons  fupporting  the  facred 
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Writings,  in  the  leaves  of  which  is  the 
following  infcription : 

•'  The  Law  was  given  by  Mofes  ; 

But  Grace  and  Truth  came  by  Jesus 
Christ.” 

The  great  folding  doors  are  of  maho- 
gany highly  enriched,  and  the  whole 
compofition  of  this  portal  is  not  at  this 
time  to  be  paralleled  in  this,  or  perhaps 
in  any  other  country. 

Within  this  entrance  is  a portico  of  fix 
fluted  marble  columns,  fifteen  feet  high. 
The  capitals  and  bafes  are  Ionic,  after 
Greek  models.  The  columns  fupport  the 
organ  gallery,  and  are  crowned  with  an 
entablature  and  baluftrade,  enriched  with 
fuitabie  ornaments. 

On  the  tablet  in  the  front  of  the  gal- 
lery is  a baffo- relievo,  by  Coade,  repre- 
fenting  the  figures  of  Angels  founding 
the  harp ; on  the  pedcftals  on  each  fide, 
are  ornaments  confifling  of  trumpets  and 
other  inflruments  of  nuific  ; and,  on  the 

tablet 
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tablet  beneath,  is  the  following  infcription 
in  letters  of  gold  : 

Praife  Him  with  the  found  of  the  trumpet. 

Praife  Him  with  fringed  infiruments 
and  orgamP  Pf.  150. 

In  this  gallery  is  a very  fine  organ, 
made  by  Mr.  Samuel  Green. 

On  each  fide  of  the  organ  gallery  are 
four  grand  columns ; their  fhafts  of 
• Scagliola,  in  imitation  of  Sienna  marble, 
by  Richter,  and  their  capitals  and  bafes 
of  flatuary  marble  ; at  the  oppofite  end 
of  the  chapel  are  four  others  of  the  fame 
fort,  which  fupport  the  arched  ceiling  and 
roof.  Thefe  columns  are  of  the  Corin- 
thian order,  and  without  their  pedeftals, 
are  28  feet  high. 

On  the  fides  of  the  Chapel,  between 
the  upper  and  lower  range  of  windows, 
are  the  two  galleries,  in  which  are  pews' 
for  the  officers  and  their  families ; thofe 
of  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Gover- 
nor, which  are  oppofite  each  other,  are 

diftinguithed 
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diflinguifhed  by  ornaments,  confifting  oi' 
the  naval  crown,  and  other  fuitable 
infignia.  Underneath  thefe  galleries,  and 
the  cantilivers  which  fupport  them,  arc 
ranges  of  fluted  pilafters.  The  cantilivers 
are  decorated  with  antique  foliage  ; the 
entablature  over  the  pilafters  with  marine 
ornaments ; the  interval  between  them 
with  feftoons,  &c.  and  the  pedeftals  of 
the  baluftrade  in  the  front  of  the  galleries 
with  tridents  and  wreaths.  The  tablets 
in  the  middle  of  each  baluftrade  contain 
the  Hofpital’s  arms,  by  Coade,  and  the 
frieze  below  is  carved  with  foliage  in  the 
Greek  mode.  Over  the  lower  rans:e  of 
windows  are  paintings,  in  chiaro-ofeuro, 
reprefenting  fome  of  the  principal  events 
in  the  life  of  our  Saviour,  which  are  ac- 
companied with  ornaments  of  candelabra 
and  feftoons. 

Above  the  galleries  is  a richly  can-ed 
ftone  fafeia,  on  which  ftands  a range  of 
pilafters  of  the  Compofite  mode,  their 
lhafts  being  of  Scagliola,  correfponding 
with  thofe  of  the  eight  great  columns, 
and,  jointly  with  them,  appearing  to  fup- 
port 
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port  the  epiftylium  which  furrounds  the 
whole  Chapel.  This  epiftylium  is  en- 
riched with  Angels,  bearing  feftoons  of 
oak  leaves,  dolphins,  fhells,  and  other 
applicable  ornaments.  h>om  this  rifes 
the  curved  cieling,  which  is  divided  into 
compartments,  and  enriched  with  foliage, 
Golochi,  &c.  in  the  antique  h}le.  Be- 
tween the  upper  pilafters  are  recedes,  in 
which  are  painted  in  chiaro-ofcuro,  the 
Apoftles  and  the  Evangelifts. 

At  each  end  of  the  galleries  are  con- 
cave recedes,  the  coves  of  which  are  orna- 
mented with  coffers  and  dowers  carved  in 
done;  in  thefe  recedes  are  the  doors  of 
entrance  to  the  galleries,  decorated  with 
enriched  pilafters  and  entablatures,  and  a 
group  of  ornaments,  confiding  of  the 
naval  crown,  wreaths  of  laurel  and  tri- 
dents. Above  the  doors  are  circular 
recedes,  containing  paintings  in  chiaro- 
ofcuro,  of  the  prophets  Ifaiah,  Jeremiah, 
Mofes,  and  David. 

The  communion  table  is  a fcmi-oval 
dab  of  datuary  marble,  near  eight  feet 
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long.  The  afcent  to  it  is  by  three  fteps 
of  black  marble,  on  which  is  fixed  an 
ornamental  railing,  rcprefenting  fefloons 
of  cars  of  corn,  and  vine  foliage.  This 
■table  is'fupported  by  fix  cherubims,  (land- 
ing on  a white  marble  (lep  of  the  fame 
•dimenfions,  executed  at  Coade’s  manu- 
fadlory,  on  each  of  which  are  placed  t.vo 
elegant  candelabra. 

Above  is  a painting  by  Weft,  in  a fu- 
pcrb  carved  and  gilt  frame,  reprefenting 
the  Prefervatioti  of  St.  Paul  from  Shipwreck 
on  the  ip.and  of  Me  lit  a.* 

This  pi6lure  is  25  feet  high  and  14 
wide,  and  confifts  of  three  principal 
groups.  The  firft,  which  is  at  the  lower 
part,  reprefents  the  mariners  and  pri- 
foners  bringing  on  ftiore  the  Various 
articles  which  have  been  preferved  from 
the  wreck  ; near  thefe  is  an  elegant  figure, 
fuppofed  to  be  a Roman  lady  of  dlftinc- 
tion,  clafping  with  aftc6lion  an  urn  con-

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taining  the  aflies'of  her  deceafed  hufband, 
who  had  fallen  in  the  wars  of  Judea. 
Before  her  is  an  aged,  infirm  man  ; who, 
being  unable  to  afhlt  himfelf,  is  carried  in 
the  arms  of  two  robuft  young  men. 

In  the  middle  part  of  the  piece  is  the 
principal  group,  confifting  of  St.  Paul 
lhaking  into  the  fire  the  viper  that  had 
faftened  on  his  hand,  the  brethren  who 
accompanied  him,  his  friend  the  Cen- 
turion, and  a band  of  Roman  foldiers 
with  their  proper  infignia. 

The  figures  above  thefe,  on  the  fum- 
mit  of  the  rocks,  form  the  third  group  ; 
and  confift  of  the  hofpitable  iOandcrs 
lowering  down  fuel  and  other  necciraries 
for  the  relief  of  the  fufferers. 


The  fea  and  wrecked  Ihip  (which  ar 
this  point  of  time  are  confidered  as  an 
epifode)  appear  in  the  back  ground,  and 
combine  to  exhibit  a Icene  that  cannot 
fail  of  having  a proper  effecf  on  the 
minds  of  fea-faring  men,  and  of  im- 
F 2 prefhng 
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preffing  them  with  a due  fenfe  of  their 
paft  prefervation,  and  their  prefent  com- 
fortable fituatioii ' and  fupport  in  this 
glorious  afylum  for  naval  misfortune  and 
naval  worth. 

On  either  fide  the  arch  which  terminates 
the  top  of  this  pidture,  are  Angels  of 
ftatuary  marble,  as  large  as  life,  by  Bacon ; 
one  bearing  the  Crofs,  the  other  the  em- 
blems of  the  Eucharift.  This  excellent 
combination  of  the  works  of  art  is  ter- 
minated above  (in  the  fegment  between 
the  great  cornice  and  ceiling)  by  a paint- 
ing of  the  Afcenfion,  defigned  by  \\’’eft, 
and  executed  by  Rebecca,  in  chiaro- 
ofcuro  ; forming  the  laft  of  a .feries  of 
paintings  of  the  life  of  our  Saviour,  which 
furround  the  Chapel. 

The  middle  of  the  aifle,  and  the  fpace 
round  the  altar  and  organ  gallery,  are 
paved  with  black  and  white  marble  in 
golochi,  frets  and  other  ornaments  ; hav- 
ing, in  tlie  centre,  an  anchor  and  feaman's 
compafs. 
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The  pulpit  is  on  a circular  plan,  fup- 
ported  by  fix  fluted  columns  of  lime- 
tree,  with  an  entablature  above  richly 
carved,  and  of  the  fame  material.  In  the 
fix  inter-columns  are  the  following  alto- 
relievos,  taken  from  the  acts  of  the 
apoftles,  executed  from  defigns  by  Weft, 
at  Coade’s  Manufa6lory.

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COUNCIL-ROOM 


Adjoining  to  the  Governor’s  apart- 
ment in  King  Charles’s  Building,  is  a 
room  fo  called,  where  the  Diredtors  oc- 
cafionally  meet  on  the  affairs  of  the 
Hofpital ; and  a council  is  held  every 
Friday,  (or  oftner  if  neceffary)  by  the 
officers  intrufted  wdth  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  the  penfioners,  &c. 

In  this  room  are  feveral  paintings. 

At  the  upper  end  is  a wdiole-length 
portrait  of  King  George  the  Second  in 
his  robes,  by  Shackleton,  the  bequeft  of 
a former  Governor,  Admiral  Townfend. 

On  each  fide  of  it  are  bvo  half-lengths, 
one  of  King  William,  the  other  of  Queen 
Maiy,  by  Sir  Godfrey  Kndlcr,  the  gift 
of  the  late  Sir  John  Van  Hattem,  Knight, 
of  Dinton  Hall,  Bucks. 
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At  the  lower  end  is  a whole-length 
portrait,  by  Gainfborough,  of  the  late 
Earl  of  Sandwich,  the  gift  of  Sir  Hugh 
Pallifer,  Bart,  late  Governor. 

On  the  right  is  a half-length  portrait, 
by  Sir  Peter  Lely,  of  * Edward,  the  firft 
Earl  of  Sandwich,  who  was  killed  in  the 
engagement,  in  Solebay,  in  1672,  the 
gift  of  the  late  Earl. 

On  the  left  is  a half-length  of  Nicholas 
Haddock,  Efq.  Vice-Admiral  of  the 
Blue,  and  commander  of  His  Majelty’s 
fleet  in  the  Mediterranean  from  1738  to 
1742. 

Over  the  chimney  is  a whole-length 
portrait  of  Robert  Olbolfton,  Efq.  (a 
confiderable  benefactor)  copied  from  an 
original  in  the  poflTeirion  of  Lord  Aylmer, 
a former  Governor,  at  the  expence  of  the 
Hofpital,  by  Degard. 


* This  renowned  Admiral,  for  his  many  good  fervices, 
and  as  a mark  of  His  Majelty’s  favour,  King  Charles  the  Ild. 
was  buried  in  Henry  the  Vllth’s  chapel,  near  to  Queen 
Elizabeth. 
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On  the  right-hand  of  the  chimney  is  a 
whole-length  portrait  of  Lord  Vifcount 
Torrington,  by  Davifon,  1754. 

On  the  left  a ditto,  by  Richardfon,  of 
Admiral  Sir  John  Jennings,  a former 
Governor. 

Near  the  window  at  the  upper-end  of 
the  room  is  a three-quarters  oval  of  Cap- 
tain Clements,  a former  Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor, by  Greenhill,  pupil  of  Sir  Peter 
Lely,  the  gift  of  the  Captain’s  widow. 

At  the  lower  end  the  head  of  a vene- 
rable old  man,  * one  of  the  firlt  penfion- 
ers  who  was  admitted  into  the  Hofpital. 

In  the  pannel  oppofite  the  chimney  is  a 
fpring-clock,  by  Holmes,  ornamented 
with  the  figns  of  the  Zodiac,  beautifully 
carved  and  gilt,  from  a defign  of  the 
late  Mr.  Stuart,  when  lurveyor  of  tlie 
Hofpital. 

• fohn  Worley,  born  in  Wa^cs,  anno  1624.  admitted 
into  the  Hofpital  in  1704-5,  died  1721,  aged  97, 
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Under  the  pidture  of  George  the  Se- 
cond, is  a painting  (luppofed  to  be  by 
Vandevelt)  which  reprefents  the  burning 
of  the  Royal  James,  of  loo  guns,  having 
on  board,  the  Earl  of  Sandwich,  in  the 
battle  of  Solcbay,  on  the  28th  of  May, 
1672,  the  gift  of  the  Honourable  John 
Forbes,  Admiral  of  the  fleet. 

Beneath  the  whole-length  pl6lure  of 
John  Earl  of  Sandwich,  is  a painting  by 
Sends,  which  reprefents  the  memorable 
engagement  of  Sir  Edward  Hawke  with 
Marlhal  Conflans,  on  the  20th  of  Novem- 
ber,  1759,  the  gift  of  William  Locker, 
Efq.  late  Lieutetant-Governor, 

In  other  parts  of  the  room  there  are 
various  fea-pieces,  one  of  which  defcribes 
Captain  Kempthornc’s  action  in  the  Mary 
Rofe,  a fmall  frigate,  with  feven  Algerines, 
in  the  Mediterranean,  in  the  year  1669  :* 
Aifo  feveral  original  deflgns,  by  Weft,  of

and  likewife  fome  remarkably  curious 
fketches,  for  the  paintings  in  the  great 
Hall,  prefented  by  Mr.  Stuart,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  T.  Cox,  of  Badbey,  Northamp-r 
tonfhire.

Over  the  door  is  a buft  of  Lord  Hawke, 
Admiral  of  the  fleet,  given  by  the  late 
Lieutenant-Governor  Locker;  and  near 
it  is  a month  equation  clock,  with  a 
double  pendulum,  by  Quire  ; and  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  room  the  following 
paintings,  viz. 

Two  large  fea  pieces  by  Philip  Har- 
man, Efq.  repreienting  tlie  naval  exploits 
of  his  anceftor,  Captain  Thomas  Har- 
man, in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  II.  one, 
at  the  upper  cud  of  the  room,  being  an 
engagement  bct^^Ten  the  Tyger  frigate, 
commanded  by  Captain  Harman,  and 
eight  Dutch  privateers,  in  oppofition  to 
which,  he  condudled  a large  fleet  of  col- 
liers 
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liers  into  the  river  Thames,  without  the 
lot's  of  one,  when  there  was  the  greateft 
want  of  coals  in  London : the  other, 
over  the  door  at  the  lower-end,  being  an, 
engagement  between  the  fame  Captain, 
in  the  fame  frigate,  and  a Dutch  man 
of  war,  in  the  Bay  of  Bulls ; in  which 
the  latter  was  taken  and  towed  into  the 
harbour  of  Cadiz,  in  fight  of  a fquadrou 
of  Dutch  Ihips  riding  there. 

Over  the  chimney  is  a half-length  por- 
trait of  Sir  John  Norris,  Knt.  Admiral  of 
the  fleet,  given  by  Mrs.  Norris. 

In  other  parts  of  the  room  arc  fix 
fmall  pidlures,  reprefenting  the  lofs  of 
the  Luxemberg  galley,  commanded  by 
William  Kellaway  (which  was  burnt  in 
the  year  1727,  on  her  pafiTage  from  Ja- 
maica to  London)  and  the  fubfequent 
diitrefiTes  of  part  of  her  crew ; the  gift  of 
Mr.  Parker,  executor  to  Captain  Mapief- 
d?n,  a former  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
Hofpital ; and  on  the  right-band  of  the 
entrance  a half-length  of  Captain  Lufli- 
ington,  who  was  killed  at  the  attack  of 
La  Guiara,  1742. 
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The  Infirmary,  defigned  by  Mr.  Stuart, 
the  late  furveyor,  and  completed  under 
the  diredlion  of  Mr.  Robinfon,  then  clerk 
of  the  works,  is  a quadrangular  brick 
- building,  1 93  feet  in  length,  and  175  feet 
in  breadth  ; and  divided  into  t^vo  prin- 
cipal parts,  one  for  the  patients  under  the 
care  of  the  phyfician,  and  the  other  for 
thofe  whofe  cafes  require  the  attendance  of 
a furgeon. 

Each  part  is  two  dories  in  height,  con- 
taining a double  row  of  rooms,  being 
altogether  in  number  64,  calculated  to 
hold  256  patients : Each  room  has  a 
chimney-place,  with  an  aperture  near  the 
ceiling  for  the  purpofe  of  ventilation,  and 
will  accommodate  four  patients. 

In  the  fore  part  of  this  building,  which 
confiifs  of  the  phyfician’s  divifion,  is  the 

Hall ; 
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Hall ; oppofitc  to  it,  in  the  back  part 
which  belongs  to  the  furgeon,  is  the 
kitchen;  and,  in  the  upper  ftory  is  a 
fmall  chapel,  where  prayers  are  read  by 
the  chaplains  twice  a week,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  patients. 

In  the  four  angles  and  other  parts  of 
the  building,  are  the  Difpenfary  and  Sur- 
gery, and  apartments  for  the  phyfician  ; 
for  the  furgeon  and  difpenfer,  with  their 
refpedlive  afliftants ; and  for  the  matron ; 
<and  adjacent  within  the  walls,  are  hot 
and  cold  baths.  All  poflible  care  is  taken 
that  the  diet  of  the  Tick  is  adapted  to  their 
particular  cafes. 
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JL  HIS  Building,  defigned  by  Mr.  Stuart, 
the  late  I'urveyor,  was  ere6led  near  the 
Hofpital,  under  the  fuperintendance  of 
Mr.  Newton,  clerk  of  the  works,  and  is 
146  feet  in  length,  and  42  in  breadth, 
exclufive  of  its  Tufcan  colonade,  intended 
for  a play-place  and  fhelter  for  the  boys 
in  bad  weather,  which  is  180  feet  long, 
and  20  feet  broad. 

In  this  building  is  a fchoohroom,  100 
feet  long,  and  25  broad,  capable  of  con- 
taining 200  boys ; in  the  two  ftories  above 
are  dormitories  of  the  fame  fize,  fitted  up 
with  hammocks  for  the  boys  to  deep  in. 
Adjoining  are  rooms  for  the  guardian, 
nurfes,  and  other  necelTary  attendants; 
and  at  a fmall  diftance,  a good  houfe  for 
the  fchool-maftcr.

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Of  PENSIONERS^ 


X HE  number  of  penfioners  now  main- 
tained in  the  hofpital  are  2410.  Every 
boatfwain  is  allowed  2s.  6d. — every  mate 
IS.  6d. — and  every  private  man  is.  per 
week  for  pocket  money. 

They  are  alfo  allowed  in  the  fpace  of 
two  years,  a blue  fuit  of  cloaths,  a hat, 
three  pair  of  blue  yarn  hofe,  three  pair  of 
Ihoes,  and  four  lliirts.  Their  diet  confills 
of  one  loaf  of  bread  of  fixteen  ounces, 
and  two  quarts  of  beer  every  day, — one 
pound  of  mutton  on  Sunday  and  Tuef- 
dayq — one  pound  of  beef  on  Monday, 
Thurfday,  and  Saturday, — peafe  foup, 
cheefe,  and  butter,  on  Wednefday  and 
ITiday. 
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Peri'ons  defirous  of  being  admitted  pcn- 
fioners,  apply  at  the  admiralty  office,  at 
lead;  ten  days  before  the  day  of  examina- 
tion, (the  days  at  prefent  appointed  for 
that  purpofe,  are  the  firfl;  Thurfdays  in 
January,  i\pril,  July,  and  06fober)  where 
they  receive  letters  dire6led  to  the  proper 
officer  at  the  navy-office,  for  certihcates 
of  their  time  of  fervice  in  the  navv,  which 
certificates  are  fent  to  the  admiralty  before 
the  day  of  examination;  when  the  can- 
didates are  fecn  by  the  board,  (the  furgeon 
of  the  hofpital  attending)  and  thofe  who 
are  found  to  be  proper  objects  are  minu- 
ted to  be  fent  to  the  hofpital,  and  are  fent 
accordingly  as  vacancies  happen. 
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Of  OUT-PENSIONERS. 


There  are  at  tliis  time  3000  and  up- 
wards who  receive  7I.  per  ann.  and  are 
appointed  in  the  fame  manner  as  tlie 
others  above  mentioned.  After  their  ap- 
pointment they  are  required  to  take  their 
warrants  to  the  treafurer’s  office  in  the 
hofpital,  where  a ticket  is  delivered  to 
them,  by  which  they  are  empowered  to 
receive  their  penfion,  by  _^quarterly  pay- 
ments, either  at  that  place,  or  if  they  live 
at  a great  diftance,  from  collectors  of  the 
cuftoms  or  excife,  in  confequence  of  cer- 
tificates, figned  and  tranlmitted  by  the 
treafurer,  and  attelted  by  the  fteward,  or 
clerk  of  tlie  cheque. 
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Of  NURSES. 


T HERE  are  149,  who  muft  be  all  wi- 
dows of  feamen,  and  under  the  age  of 
forty-five  yeare  at  the  time  of  admifhon. 
They  are  required  to  take  out  certificates 
of  their  hufbands  fervice  in  the  navy, 
in  the  fame  mode  as  the  penfioners,  and 
produce  certificates  of  their  age  and 
marriage  to  the  board  of  admiralty  (on 
the  day  of  examination)  by  whom  they 
are  appointed.  Their  allowances  are  as 
follows:  Wages,  each,  81.  a year.  Thofe 
who  attend  the  fick  are  paid  16I.  4s. 
Such  as  are  employed  to  look  after  the 
helplefs  penfioners,  14L  14s.  and  fuch  as 
are  in  the  fcrvice  of  the  boys,  1 5I.  per 
year.  Provifions  and  bedding  the  fame 
as  a penfioner;  and  a grey  ferge  gown 
and  petticoat  yearly.  When  fupcrannu- 
ated  they  are  allowed  20I.  a year.

1 HIS  eftablilhment  (confifting  of  1 70) 
which  is  intended  for  the  maintenance  and 
'education  of  fons  of  feamen,  is  folely 
under  the  management  of  the  directors, 
who  in  rotation  nominate  the  hoys  for 
admiffion,  prior  to  which  it  muO:  he  made 
to  appear,  hy  proper  certificates,  that  they 
are

between  eleven  and  thirteen  years  of  age,  - 
objects  of  charity, 

of  found  body  and  mind,  and  able  to  read. 

They  are  educated  in  reading,  writing, 
and  navigation,  and  after  three  years  refi- 
dence  at  the  hofpital  are  hound  out  for 
feven  years  to  the  fea-fervice  only.  For 
the  better  improvement  of  their  talents, 
and  that  tliey  may  become  able  seamen 

and 
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and  good  artifts,  they  once  a year  bring 
fpeclmcns  of  their  performances  before 
the  dire6lors,  when  four  of  them  are  al- 
lowed the  following  premiums,  according 
to  their  refpe6f  ive  merit,  viz.

Their  clothing  is  a blue  cloth  jacket 
and  breeches,  and  blue  ferge  waiftcoat, 
with  leather  breeches  to  wear  on  week 
days — check’d  fhirts  and  black  ftocks — 
a fmall  round  hat  and  blue  worfted  dock- 
ings. When  bound  out,  a boy  is  fur- 
nilhed  with  two  fuits  of  cioaths — a hat — 
two  pair  of  Ihioes — three  pair  of  worfted 
dockings — three  check’d  ftiirts — three 
foofee  handkerchiefs,  and  a worfted  night 
cap— a flock  bed  and  pillow — two  blan- 
kets— a coverlet — and  two  check’d  piilow- 
low-beers — and  fuch  religious  and  nau- 
tical books  and  inftruments  as  are  judged 
expedient.

Their  diet  confifts  of  fourteen  ounces 
of  bread — two  ounces  of  cheefe — and  a 
quart  of  fmall  beer  each  day — with  half 
a pound  of  mutton  for  dinner  on  Sunday 
Tuelday,  and  Saturday — and  the  fame 
quantity  of  beef  on  Thurfday — rice  milk 
on  Monday — plum-pudding  on  Wednef- 
day — and  peafe  foup  on  Friday — with  an 
ounce  of  butter  on  Monday,  Wednefday, 
and  Friday.  Their  meat  is  roafted  on 
Sunday — and  on  this  and  the  other  meat 
days,  potatoes  are  allowed  them.
